Mr. Cerf said the book relates 
that the presidential jet — Air 
Force One - and the vice 
presidential jet were at Love 
Field in Dallas Nov. 22, 1963.

nuclear attack. 

The book, according to Mr. 
Cerf, says the Kennedys were 
“shocked and infuriated” when 
they returned to Air Force One 
with Mr. Kennedy’s coffin and 
found Mr. Johnson occupying 
the presidential jet. 

Other sources say the book 
describes “boorish” behavior by 
Mr. Johnson toward the 
Kennedy entourage, but Mr. 
Cerf had no comment on that.
